At the time, however, construction work was being 
done - putting in pipes or cables - and the road was separated 
from the open field by a pile of dirt and a ditch 1 meter deep 
and 1,3 meters wide. It was assumed that a man of EICHKANN' s 
age wouldn* t be likely to Jump the ditch, so plans were laid 
to pick him up along the 300 r?**ter stretch of road, and this 
was what was done. 
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
